One man was fatally wounded 
and another man shot in the 
right forearm in front of the 
Robin's Nest Tavern, 109 Slough 
Road, Venice, at 8:30 p.m.

According to police, the two 
men arrived together at the 
tavern and had just gotten out of 
their car when approached by a 
third man ,holding a gun, 
believed to be either a .32 or .38 
caliber automati istol.

“Hope and optimism” were 
the theme of ‘‘a look at the 
future”* as President Kenneth 
A. Shaw of Southern Illinois 


‘University at Edwardsville 


addressed the Granite City 
Optimist Club this afternoon. 

Discussing future trends in 
higher education and how in- 
dividual citizens will be ‘ af- 
fected, Dr. Shaw compared the 
purposes and significance of 
volunteer organizations like the 
Optimists with goals for the 
university. 

“When I came to SIUE nearly 
a year ago, I spoke with high 
optimism in saying that I 
wanted my goal at the 
university to ‘be nothing less 
than making SIUE the best of 
its kind anywhere,’’ the 
president said. “If we were to 
do-this, we had to provide the 
highest quality service we 
could. 

“This emphasis on service, 
high ethical standards, and the 
firm confidence that we can 
achieve our goals, makes us 
partners — partners in making 
this a better region within which 
to work and live."’ 

The president said SIUE will 


use both basic and innovative 


approaches to adjust to trends 
in education while providing the 
best possible \educational op- 
portunities. 

With a word of caution in the 
discussion of “trends,” because 
“they seem to flow as quickly as 
rapids ona river,” the president 
said there are four dynamic 
forces now at work to shape the 
future of education; 

—Continuing education for 
adults. 

—Emphasis on ac. 
countability, 

—Innovation from within; 
and 

—Resurrection of emphasis 
on basic skills. 

Citing the median age of 
SIUE students as being above 24 
and predicting that within five 
years more than half of SIUE 
students will be part-time, Dr. 
Shaw said, ‘‘Many citizens are 
discovering there may still be 
more in the world to learn. 
Thus, we see a much stronger 
involvement in what is referred 
to as continuing educati 

He said there is a hew spi 
evaluation of performance at 
the.level of higher education: 
“It’s no longer a simple matter 
of giving and getting course 
grades.” 

Describing the new character 
of innovation, Dr. Shaw ob- 
served that “‘it now has a better, 
more internal focus.” 

Regarding the fourth trend, 
he said, ‘We are returning to 
emphasis on the basic values of 
reading with understanding, 
writing with clarity and 
measuring with accuracy.” 

“We are taking SIUE to the 
people. In stretching our 
thinking, we will extend the 
perimeters of our campus. Our 
scheduling will become more 
convenient and flexible. 

“To shorten the long lines 
which have become the bane of 
everyone's existence, we will 
conduct registration by mail. 
There will be special seminars, 
conferences and retreats on 
weekends.” 

Dr. Shaw pointed to the 
university's new bachelor of 


arts program in liberal arts, 
which allows ‘the student to 
tailor studies to interests and 


needs. 

He said the offering should be 
especially attractive to 

“mature”? adults, and he 
revealed that one in four 
students currently attending the 
university is over 35. 

The president also referred to 
the Open University program, 
which provides courses on 
television coordinated to the 
individual needs of the person. 
And he said he believes credit 
should be given for knowledge 
gained from -personal ex- 
perience. 

“By using carefully designed 
examinations to measure 
competency, we can decide 
whether we should give credit 
or not,” Dr. Shaw said. 
“Experience outside our walls 
should count for what it is 
worth.”” 

Declaring there are 17 million 
adults in ‘‘adult’’ learning 
outside higher education, he 
president said that in 1975,"a 
recession year, the nation’s 
7,500 largest private employers 
spent over $2 billion on em- 
ployee education — as much as 
the annual total in recent years 
of all contributions and grants 
to all U.S. colleges and 
universities from all sources. 

At least one out of eight of the 
32 million employees of these 
firms took part in some formal, 
off-the-job education or training 
while under. company —spon- 
sorship, Dr. Shaw said, as he 
suggested that business has 
something to tell education 
about doning a better job. 

“Can we explore partnership 
roles in this regard?” the 
president asked, ‘With 
dialogue, can we discover 
whether we are more cost- 
efficient? Let's «approach this 
with open minds — but, by all 
means let’s approach it,” he 
urged. 

The Shaw administration is 
developing evaluation models 
for administrative per- 
formance, faculty, programs 
and services both within the 
university and outside the 
community, 

“Everyone should be mature 
enough to have his professional

performance subjected to ob- 
jective. judgment,’ the 
president said. “All ad- 
ministrators will be evaluated 
annually, and systematic ways 
of assessing programs and 
Services are going into effect. 

“Sabbaticals and develop 
ment leaves for our academic 
staff will be structured so that 
professional and _ institutional 
needs will mesh..Whatever re- 
tooling is necessary, we will 
find ways to accomplish it,” 

Referring to his “back to the 
basics” emphasis, Dr. Shaw 
said, “All schools must respond 
to the demand to upgrade their 
standards and tighten their 
requirements.” 

The president said he thinks 
less emphasis should be placed 
on standards of admission and 
more concern directed toward 
developing and demonstrating 
competency in students, 

Dr. Shaw said SIUE needs 
talent grants to ‘attract and 
retain outstanding students. His 
presidential scholar program 
proposes to award talent grants 
to students or prospective 
students who have demon- 
strated “that extra intellectual 
spark and drive that mark them 
as outstanding now, with 
potential for greatness in the 
future.” 

The president said the region, 
as well as the university, will 
benefit by the program. to at- 
tract scholars. ‘As, the 
university grows better, the 
caliber of service we can give to 
the region will produce com- 
mensurate benefits. We must 
all prosper ‘together.”” 

Dr. Shaw emphasized that the 
majority of SIUE graduates are 
remaining in the region to 
become leaders in business, 
industry, the professions and 
public affairs. 

Expressing confidence in the 
future, and his determination to 
make the university the best of 
its kind, President Shaw said, 
“the process in which the 
university has grown has given 
us the structural flexibility to 
renew ourselves successfully 
Whatever the dangers, I would 
contend that the challenges wer 
are cutrently facing are more 
humanely promising than ever 
before.”’

nuclear waste policy 


Illinois ‘Attorney General 
William J. Scott announced 
yesterday that the 49 other state 
attorneys general in the United 
States have joined him in 
calling for a national policy to 
deal with the problem of storing 
radioactive wastes and spent 
nuclear fuel. 

Scott presented his resolution 

to the state attorneys general at 
the 1977 mid-term meeting of 
the National Association of 
Attorneys General in San 
Francisco. 
» The resolution states that 
z while the costs of safe storage, 
disposal and transportation of 
hazardous wastes and spent 
nuclear fuel are unknown , . . it 
may be many billions of 
dollars,” 


He observes that “the people 
of the United States should be 
alerted to the health, en- 
vironmental and cost problems 
associated with the storage, 
disposition and transportation 
of radioactive ,and ‘other 
hazardous wastes and spent 
nuclear fuel.” 

The resolution calls on 
President Carter and Congress 
to formulate a national policy 
providing for shared respon- 
sibility and cooperation bet- 
ween the state and federal 
governments, with provisions 
“for the recovery and. reser- 
vation of necessary costs from 
the utilities and consumers of 
nuclear-generated power.””

APA Christmas adoptions; 
take special care of pets

Seventeen puppies and a 
“whole armload of kittens and 
cats’’ will be available for 
adoption from 10:30 a.m. until 
3:30 p.m. Saturday in a special 
Christmas offering by the 
Association for the Protection of 
Animals (APA). 

The pre-holiday adoption 
clinic will take place at a new 
location, due to inclement 
weather, and not at Nameoki 
Village Shopping Center, where 
usually it is held, Mrs. Mary 
Ann Loftus, adoption supervisor 
said. 

Pet adoptions can be made 
Saturday at 2851 Washington 
‘Ave., off Route 203, south ‘of 
Granite City High School South. 

APA volunteers are asking 
any potential adopter, who is 
planning to give a pet for 

Christmas, to make sure the 
animal will be welcomed by 
the recipient and not given as 
a “surprise package.” 

“Pets make wonderful gifts at 
Christmas, but anyone con- 
sidering giving a pet should 
make sure the receiver of the 
gift does want an animal and 
that they are willing to provide 
proper care,” Mrs. Loftus said. 

“A pet should never be a ‘total 
surprise’ present, as the new 
owner must be prepared with 
such items as a litter box for 
cats and kittens, pet food and a 
collar and name tag for puppies 
and dogs,” she added. 

“It doesn’t matter if the pet is 
purchased at a shop, or adopted 
from us, the same rule should 
apply when giving an animal,” 
Mrs. Loftus stressed. 

“Although we think our 
Christmas adoption is im- 
portant, we believe there is 
something about which we need 


APA officer stated. 

“Special care must be taken 
of animals during the extremely 
cold weather. 

“If possible, dogs and cats 
should be kept indoors. But, if 
they are outdoor pets, several 
steps must be taken to ensure _ 
the animal has adequate 
protection from . the 
elements.” 

Mrs. Loftus went on to say 
that some type of shelter must 
be provided that is large enough 
to hold the ‘animal comfortably, 
but small enough to help confine 
the pet's own body heat. 

‘The shelter should be located 
in a*spot where the sun will 
reach it during the majority of 
the daylight hours and also be 
protected from the wind. 

Straw is an seler ope 
bedding to use inside, as‘it hol 
heat and stays fairly dry, Mrs. 
Loftus said, Be sure to have 
fresh water and food within 
reach of the pet: 

Persons knowing of an animal 
that “is not being cared for 
properly. should call the local 
police, dog pound or humane 
society, the APA officer said. 

Because all calls cannot be 
answered immediately, the 
person finding a neglected 
animai should try to feed the 
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Seven pups, 6 weeks old, tan 
or brown with black and white 
markings, collie, shepherd and 
terrier mix; five puppies, 8 
weeks oid, shepherd and beagle 
mix, mostly paper broke; five 
pups, 6 weeks old, including a 
brown female with dark brown 
sports, solid black male, two 
golden males and one male with 
gold, black and white. 

The 8-week-old puppies, in- 
clude two black and white 
shepherd-type females, a male 
black and tan shepherd, a 
female black beagle type and a 
black, white and brown female. 

Kittens and cats ready for 
homes include: 

“Topaz,” a honey-colored 
female, l-year-old, with gold 
eyes; “Liza,” a’ 4-year-old 
spayed female, solid black with 
long hair; “Shakey,” an 18- 
month-old female, black and 
white; 

Two8-week-old grey tiger and’ 
black and white kittens; a 
brownish-black 1% year old 
female; and an orange, black 
and white calico female, 9 
months old.

Remedies for driving problems 


Every year at'this time we 
hear “solutis to the old 
problems ofdriving on ice and 
snow, Chief of Police Ronald J. 
Veizer noted today. 

“let some air out of the 
tires,” says a man down the 
street. 

“.. :put some concrete blocks 
in your trunk,” says his neigh- 
bor 


. ‘‘Hogwash,” . says the 
_ International Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 

Chief Veizer Said these 
“remedies” not only fail to 
increase ‘traction, they are 
actually dangerous, 

“The International 
Association of Chiefs of Police 
endorses the tests-and findings 
of the National Safety Council's 
Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards,” Veizer noted. 

“The NSC skid testers: test 
and retest, using real drivers, 
real cars and real ice and snow. 
They never ask the guy down 
the street,” he said. 

According to NSC findings, 
reducing tire pressures actually 
reduces tracking stability. and 
increases tire wear. The tires 
flex more, which generates 
more heat that reduces traction 
on ice and snow. 

Extra weight in the trunk, 
such as concrete blocks, 
reduces the car’s capability to 
do what the design engineers 
intendéd it to do — steer, Veizer 
added.

Election board 
Assembly topic

The General Assembly will 
return to Springfield Friday in 
thopes of settling the fate of the 
‘State Board of Elections. 
> Democratic leaders Monday 
iannounced they have called a 
‘special legislative session in an 
attempt to override Gov. James 
Thompson’s amendatory veto of 
a bill passed last month re- 
ereating the Elections Board. 
1 The state Supreme Court 
‘leclared the present Board 
unconstitutional last year and 
ordered legislators to come up 
with a new panel. 

The court. has postponed 
sabolition of board operations 
five times so far, but is latest 
ruling — giving the legislature 
santil Jan. 13 to act — indicated 
othe judges’ patience is wearing 
thin. 


Thompson’s major change in 
the new board plan eliminates a 
sprovision that would give the 
governor power to name only 
four of the board’s eight 
hmembers, with the other four to 
-be appointed by the ranking 
executive officer of the op- 
posing party (currently 
Secretary of State Alan Dixon.) 
2 In’ announcing the special 
session, Senate President 
Thomas Hynes, D-Chicago, and 
‘House Speaker William Red- 
mond,” D-Bensenville, said 
leaving appointments to only 
‘the governor “‘creates an open 
door to mischief, political 
‘horsetrading, and a predictable 
public doubt as to the integrity 
of the board . . . and its ability 
to conduct fair elections.” 
: Thompson has argued the 
-appointment procedure “‘is an 
unwarranted, unwise and 
mischievous dilution of the 
executive power of the 
\governor.”’ 

The bill as amended by the 
‘governor still includes wording 
that requires the board be split 


evenly between the two parties. 
‘Thompson is in England, and 
his office had no’ comment on 
the special session call. 

‘The legislature can either 
approve Thompson’s changes, 
by majority votes of both 
chambers, or override the 
amendatory veto, which 

ifths vote by 
each house. - 


‘The original’ measure got 
substantial majorities in both 
chambers in the waning days of 
the fall session, but Republicans 
voted for the proposal mainly 
because Thompson was likely to 
amend it. 

‘The override attempt is given 
little chance to pass, and the 
odds on lawmakers’ approving 
Thompson's changes are little 
better. 


“I don’t think either the 
override will get a three-fifths 
vote or the amendatory veto 
will get a majority,” said Rep. 
Dave Robinson, D-Springfield, 
who helped put the bill together 
with Redmond and others. 

“I think one of the reasons a 
session was called now was so 
we'd have a few weeks before 
the court deadline to work 
something else out.” 

If neither option gets enough 
votes and no other compromise 
is reached, the issue returns to 
the Supreme Court, which could 
postpone the board's demise yet 
again. 

However, judges issued the 
latest stay ‘with reluctance in 
view of prior stays granted,” 
their order said. 

If the court sticks to the Jan. 
13 deadline, the most likely 
result may be that it will leave 
the board’s staff and machinery 
intact, but designate someone 
else to rule on policy issues such 
as challenges to candidates and 
campaign disclosure 
requirements. The court also 
could decide to handle such 
questions itself for the spring 
primary election. 


Early pension ruling 
impact to be minimal

The Supreme Court's 

prominently reported decision 
Monday upholding the forced 
early retirement of an airline 
pilot may affect only one 
worker — the pilot. 
' The court’s majority read 
literally a section of the 1967 
Age Discrimination in 
Employment Act and decided 
that United Airlines acted 
Jegally in forcing Harris S.

So if a person, immediately 
upon notice of impending forced 
retirement, applies for his soon- 
to-be-vacated job even without 
pension benefits, the employer 
may decide not to go through 
with the retirement, Pepper 
believes. 

The labor department has 
estimated that at least 11 
million workers belong to 
pension plans that call for 
retirement earlier than age 65, 
ahd which were drawn up prior 
»to.the 1967 law that prohibits job 
discrimination against persons 
in the 40-65 age bracket.

Free trade backers may not agree, but 
much of the steel industry is likely to ap- 
plaud remarks this week by President 
George Meany at the AFL-CIO con- 
vention in Los Angeles. 

United Steelworkers President Lloyd 
McBride, at one time head of the Granite 
City sub-district of the union, reported that 
96,000 have been laid off’ because’ of 
below-cost “dumping” of foreign steel in 
the U. S. by Japan and European 
producers. 

The 33-member AFL-CIO executive 
council urged “the U. S. government to 
more efficiently negotiate, economic trade 
agreements with our free world trading 
partners to enhance the economic and em- 
ployment opportunities of American 
workers.” 


In his address, Meany asserted, “Foreign 
trade is the guerrilla warfare of economics. 
And right now, the U. S. economy is being 
ambushed. We are willing to buy goods 
from the rest of the world, but unless. 
America has a productive base for its 
economy, there will be no paychecks to 
enable us to buy anything from anybody. 

“Free trade is a joke and a myth. And a 
government trade policy predicated on old 


ideas of free trae is worse than a joke — it 
is a prescription for disaster. 

“The answer is fair trade — do. unto 
others as they do to us — barrier for 
barrier, closed door for closed door.” 

California Governor Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. won a standing ovation for his attack on 
imports and resulting loss of American 


“If the comparative advantages that 
some, countries have is because they. work 
children, have no minimum wage, no 40- 
hour week, no other. protections,no 
decent worker participation, no “free 
unions, obviously they are going to have an 
advantage. But that’s an edvantage of ex-

Equipment purchase tax waiver could lead to many new jobs 


Comment by Dr. A. James Heins, 
University of Illinois professor of 
economics — Among the major industrial 
states with which we hope to compete, 
only California taxes equipment purchases 
by business to the extent that Dlinois taxes 
such equipment purchases. 

Exemption of purchases of equipment 
used directly in manufacturing would help 
to improve the position of Illinois 
manufacturers as they compete with 
manufacturers in other states. 

The initial effect of a sales tax exemp- 
tion depends on its interpretation’ by the 
Department of Revenue and the courts. 
Very narrowly defined Senate Bill 736 
would cost Illinois about $43 million in 
fiscal year 1979. 

Such a narrow definition would. not ex- 
tend the exemption to food processors, 
various categories of refiners and 
processors of chemicals, stone and soil 
processors, and other lines of business in 
which the work “processing” more aptly 
describes the industrial procedure than the 
word “manufacturing.” 

A narrow definition would also limit the 
exemption to purchases of equipment used 
“directly” in manufacturing, with a strict 


Potential treatment

No decision was reached at a 


definition of the word “directly.” A forklift 
is an example of equipment that may not 
meet a strict definition of the term direc- 
tly. 

If definitions were to include a broad 
range of business lines — processors — un- 
der the exemption umbrella, and a liberal 
definition of the word “direct” were adop- 
ted, the cost of the sales tax exemption 
could run as high as $86 million in 1979. I 
favor a broadly defined exemption, but it 
would cost the state more money. 


A sales tax exemption for purchases of 
equipment by manufacturers would also 
have positive effects on Illinois tax 
revenues. 

It would stimulate business and thus 
would lead to increases in taxes collected 
uner the income and sales tax and the pub- 
lic utility tax. 

Looking beyond tax revenues, the main 
reason to extend sales tax exemption to 
manufacturers is to improve business in 
Illinois and to create jobs. Such an éxemp- 
tion could generate an additional $2 billion 
to $4 billion personal income in Illinois by 
the year 1987. That would translate into 
40,000 to 80,000 additional jobs.

Assistant safety supervisors aiding 


enforcement of county traffic laws 


To the Editor: 
the opptiianity to respoud tos 
ity to toa 
recent “letter to the editor” 
your newspaper received 
regarding the operation of the 
County Supervisor of Safety 
Program that has been initiated 
in Madison County within the 
past three years. 

First of all, allow me to in 
form. your. concerned. .reader 
that Ido not receive $4,000 
yearly, as he reports, for my 
designation as the county 
supervisory of safety. Illinois 
state law, by way of statute, 
Provides the. Madison County 
Board the authroity to grant me 
an additonal $4,000 a year in 
salary as the supervisor ‘of 
safety but, again I state, I do not 
receive this additional com- 
pensation for assuming ad- 
ditional responsibilities as the 
county supervisor of safety. 

I never have received this 
compensation since the 
program was adopted in 
Madison County three years 
ago. It is not mandatory that'T 
receive this compensation, and 
I don’t receive the com. 
pensation. 

Regarding our operation of 
this program, I ‘will state the 
following. First of all, it is 

that I closely monitor 
the activities of those ‘in- 
dividuals designated as 
assistant supervisors of safety. 

I cannot allow these in- 
dividuals to patrol where they 
so desire, and in formulating 
policy on this operation I feel it 
necessary to designate boun- 
daries of operatin for these 
individuals to operate in. 

Several communities in 
Madison County have for: 
mulated ‘organized groups of 
assistant supervisors of safety 
in their respective localities and 
their operation has to be 
restricted to this locale. 

Tt would cause great. com- 
motion and disorganization if 
these individuals were to be 
allowed to operate.in any area 
that they well please to do so. 

I feel the operation of the 
Assistant Supervisors of Safety 
Program has functioned very 
well in these designated areas 
and that the citizens of Madison 
County’ do receive the best 
protection, at this time, of the 
services provided by this 
program. 

Another area of concern for 
this individual is the amount of 
persons waiting in line to enter 
this program. His figure of 20 
individuals waiting to enter the 
program is exaggerated. 

This office has on file, at this 
time, the applications of six 
individuals who wish to par- 
ticipate in this program. 

At this time, the figure of six 
persons does not warrant 
Madisén County going to the 
trouble and expense of starting 
@ new training session. 

As soon as that figure in- 
creases, possibly to the figure of 
20, as the individual suggests, a 
training session will probably 
be organized and conducted. 

It is unfortunate that more 
individuals are not interested in 
the program. 
The State of Illinois, pursuant 
to Illinois Revised Statutes 
Chapter 125, restricts the ac- 
tivities’ of the assistant 
supervisors of safety to “the 
regulation of motor vehicle 
traffic and the promotion of 
safety on public highways.”

‘Pheir activities, under this 
program, are restricted more

"The assistant supervisors of 
safety are additional ‘‘eyes and 
ears” for the Madison County 
Sheriff's ent. 

Their information, obtained 
while patroling under this 
system, has led to frequent 
arrests for sheriff's deputies 
and I encourage these persons 
to continue to act as additional 
“eyes and ears” for my 
patroling deputies. 

The program does have a 
number of fine individuals 
enrolled in it at present. I would 


have to dispute with the reader: 


that “several of them could be 
considered more qualified than 
many of the present deputies,”” 
due to the fact that I believe the 
officers who work for the 
Madison County Sheriff's 
Department can and should be 
considered as some of the finest 
police officers in this country. 

It should be further added 
that I do not discourage the 
present assistant supervisors of 
safety to enter the ranks of the 
Sheriff's Department when 
positions are available and 
when they qualify under 
Guidelines set down for ad- 
mission. 

I don’t believe tht present 
deputy sheriffs object to the 
assistant supervisor of safety 
program as it is presently set 
up. 
y know that on occasion they 
really appreciate the assistance 
they are afforded by these men, 
and I have commended the 
performance of many of these 
individuals in the past for their 
exemplary performance of duty 
while assisting the deputies. 

In the area of traffic law 
enforcement I feel these in- 
dividuals are adequately 
trained by qualified instruction. 

It is not necessary that they 
ride with a regular deputy 
sheriff to attain the training in 
traffic law enforcement, the 
only area in which they are 
given the authority to operate. 

They would not pass the 
training class if they were not 
qualified to operate under 
traffic law enforcement 
guideli 

I assure the citizens of this 
county that the assistant 
supervisors of safety are given 
the necessary training to en- 
force the traffic laws of this 
state and, at present, I am 
finding that the persons 
enrolled in the program are 
doing a fine job in their en- 
forcement of these laws. 

Very few problems have 
arisen for this county with the 
Supervisor of Safety Program 
and I attribute this to the fine 
organization of the program 
and the individuals who are 
participating in it. 

I feel no reason to change the 
operation of the program at this 
time. 
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On many. occasions 
assistant of safe 
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Position but I guess a lot of 

people can always sit back and 

think of ways where the job can 
better.

Greathouse takes seat 
as sanitary trustee 


Six members of the five 
member Metro-East Sanitary 
District Board met in East St. 
Louis. Tuesday morning as 
Walter ‘Shang’ Greathouse of 
Granite City was seated as the 
third Madison County trustee. 

‘Under state law, the county 
with the higher assessment in 
the district.is entitled to have 
three members on the board 
and the other county is entitled 
to two’members. 

St. Clair County has held the 
three-member control of the 
district since the inception of 


- the district, formerly the East 


Side Levee’ and Sanitary 
District, but 1976 assessment 
figures showed ‘the. Madison 
County portion of the district 
had passed the assessment total 
in the St. Clair County portion. 

Robert Eastern of St. Clair 
County, who was due to lose his 
seat because his term was 
expiring and Madison County 
was to choose a replacement, 
filed a suit in St. Clair County 
Circuit “Court seeking in’ in- 
junction to prohibit his 
replacement on grounds the law 
controlling board membership 
is unconstitutional, since the 
equal protection clause of the 
14th Amendment should require 
the decision on the basis of the 
greater population, rather than 
greater assessed valuation, 
according to the suit: 

His suit also contends the 
state law requires the uge of the 
current assessment figures in 
determining which county 
should appoint the fifth trustee

‘That afternoon, the St. Clair 


County Circuit Court issued an 
order prohibiting the sanitary 
district from removing Eastern 
from his position; replacing 
him with a Madison County 
member, or “restricting or 
restraining” Eastern in the 
performance of his duties. 

Friday, Dec. 9, Madison 
County Board Chairman Nelson 
Hagnauer of Granite City ap- 
pointed Greathouse as the third 
Madison County trustee and the 
appointment was approved by 
the Madison County Board in a 
special meeting. 

At Tuesday’s sanitary district 
board meeting,’ Robinson said 
he has received and accepted 
Greathouse’s credentials, in- 
cluding his bond and oath, and 
Greathouse answered when his 
name was called on the roll call, 
as did Eastern. 

The per diem pay of Eastern 
and Greathouse is being 
withheld until the courts decide 
which is legally seated. 

Since three legal votes are 
required for passage -of any 
official actions, the board’s 
attorney. ‘has cautioned 
Robinson about split votes 
where either Greathouse or 
Eastern cast the third vote, 
since the action later may be 
found to be void if that vote is 
invalidated.

The Department of 
Agriculture, although faced 
with surplus U.S. crops, is not 
keeping pace with inflation or 
‘some foreign competitors in 


ture of thé foreign market 
situation. 

He notes U.S. agricultural 
exports in 1977 set a record of 
nearly $24 billion, and this 
nation is ‘the world’s larg 
provider of soybeans, whea' ae 


spending to develop overseas :corn.end other feed 


markets. 

In 1970, the USDA budgeted 
$16.8 million for foreign market 
development. Seven years 
later, it budgeted. $21.4 million 
for the same purpose. 

‘The figures :are, deceptive. 

The apparent increase 
Becomes a decrease when the 
effect of inflation on buying 
power is considered. The $21.4 
million represents only $13.6_ 
million when measured in 1970 
dollars. 

Although the U.S. leads the 
world in agricultural exports, it 
is, outspent by less 
agriculturally-rich countries 
bent on developing new 
markets, 

Foreign market development 

spending\by the USDA and 
‘contributions by U.S. market 
development “‘cooperators” — 
organizations promoting U.S. 
sales abroad — totaled $22.5 
million in 1975, The value of U.S. 
agricultural exports that year 
‘was $22.1 billion. 

Australia, with only $4.6 
billion in agricultural exports, 
spent $50.5 million in 1975 to 
open up new markets. The 
Netherlands, with $8.8 billion in 
exports, spent $23 million in 
foreign market expansion. 

‘Those figures do not originate 
with Congressional critics who 
are echoing with ever- 

,increasing frequency Farm 
Belt complaints about the need 
for new markets. 

The figures. come from the 
Foreign Agricultural Service 
(FAS), the USDA agency 
responsible for market 
development through _ its 
agricultural attaches in 69 posts 
covering more than 110 coun- 
tries, research staff, and 
contracts with cooperators. 

‘The FAS provided the figures 
to Rep. W. R. Poage, D-Texas, 
chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee's 
Subcommittee on Livestock and 
Grains and a backer of efforts to 
expand foreign market 
development. 

Despite criticisms from 
Congress and farmers of 
President Carter's farm 
policies, there is reason to doubt 
the administration will provide 
substantial funds to increase 
foreign market development. 

An agriculture committee 
source said the Office of 
Management and Budget has 

‘rejected a request by FAS for 
an additional $10 million next 
year for foreign market 
development. 

Thomas R. Hughes, the FAS 
administrator, would neither 
confirm nor deny the report. 

“I am not going to comment 
on that for obvious reasons,” he 
said. 

The “obvious reasons” are 
‘that it is considered bad form 
and inadvisable to comment on 
what is going to be: in the 
president’s budget before he 
decides to make. it, public.

Grain and feed exports are 
expected to be about $9.8 billion, 
down four per cent from. last 
year despite a 20 per cent in- 
crease in wheat volume and 
feed grain shipments. 

Price pressure from larger 
supplies here and abroad will 
reduce the value of oilseeds and 
products from $6.4 billion last 
year to a forecasted $5 billion 
for 1978, despite a 10 percent, 
increase in soybean export 
volume. 

Value of livestock and 
product exports also is expected 
to decline slightly, particularly 
in shipments of pork, animal 
fats and hides and ski 

‘The brighte? side of the coin is 
that the volume should be up in 
some areas, éven if the dollar 
value is not. 

‘There is expected to be a 
demand for high-quality U.S. 
wheat in Europe. and for 


“soybeans and feedgrains in 


Japan.

Hard hat deflects 
dropped hammer at 
hospital's work site 


Tom Brennan, a member of 
the Madison District Council of 
Carpenters, is the latest 
recipient of the Southern Illinois 
Builders Association Spot Club 
award presented in recognition 
of those who were spared 
serious injury because they 
were wearing a hard hat. 

Brennan, an employee of the 
L. Wolf Co. a Granite City 
construction firm, was working 
on the St. Elizabeth Hospital 
expansion project in Granite 
City. 

A workman ona form scaffold 
above Brennan struck a steel 
form pin, losing his grip on the 
hammer. 

The 16-ounce hammer was 
propelled 15 feet downward, 
striking Brennan on the head. 
The construction-area hard hat 
Brennan was wearing protected 
him from severe and possible 
fatal injury, the SIBA said. 

Witnesses attested that 
Brennan would have had 
serious injuries as a result of 
the blow had he not been 
wearing adequate safety 
protection on top. 

Safety Protection On Top is 
the motto of the Spot Club, 
which promotes the use of 
safety head protection (hard 
hats) on all building projects in 


Southern Illinois.

Each member admitted fo the 
club receives a certificate 
setting forth the history of the 
accident, a hard hat bearing the 
club, logo, and a wallet iden- 
tification card. Awards are 
presented at the convenience of 
the recipient and his employer. 

Brennan is the 12th recipient 
of such an award.

With world's food needs, fenmners alk why. are grain prices so low? —

. There is no question that lots 
of people are worried about the 
world’s ‘long-run ability to 
produce enough food — food for 
improved diets and enough of it 
to, sustain an ever-expanding 
population, At present growth 
rates, the world’s population 
may double in another 28 years.

He suggests four ways to

way would be to improve crop 
raising practices. - 

2, Cut down on harvesting, 
storing and marketing losses by 
reducing diseases, insects and 
rodents, or by improving 
handljng and storing practices. 
‘These measures could increase 
food supplies in some countries 
by at least 20 percent, Wills 
says. 
3. Boost efficiency in 
marketing and distribution 
systems to make prt more 
available. when and where 
they're needed. Include better 
consumer income. distribution 
to help them pay for products, 
and a pricing system not sub- 
ject to exploitation by a 
privileged few. 

4. Get people and their 


* leaders to recognize the need to 


slow down population growth. 

Wills also suggests four ways 
to attack these problems — 

1. Establish adequate food 
reserves in the world, Questions 
then to be resolved would center 
on how big the reserves should 
be, who will control them, who 
will provide and pay for storage 
arid inventory, and who will 
provide management know- 
how. 

2. Start major research ef- 
forts to develop appropriate 
technologies and greater food 
output, with.the emphasis on 
native leadership and ap- 
plication. 

3. Improve communications 
to encourage farmers and

of 


agencies to put higher priorities 
on allocating capital resources 
for rang S enterprises. and 
related services.

Tenure redefined 
by SIU trustees 


The first amendments since 
1964 to. the academic tenure 
policy at Southern Illinois 
University were adopted during 
the weekend by: the SIU-Board 
of Trustees. The board ap- 
proved a new system wide 
policy and guidelines for each 
university. 

In the system policy, tenure is 
interpreted as meaning per- 
manent holding of an academic 
position of employment. It 
applies only to a basic nine- 
month appointment each year 
and does not apply to ad- 
ministative positions. 

University officers said the 
systém policy allows. for 
common general definitions and 
standards, and also gives each 
university “the flexibility 
necessary to pursue differing 
missions. 

System policy ‘provides that 
tenure will be granted after the 
successful completion of a 
‘period of probationary service, 
The primary criteria utilized in 
the tenure decision process are 
performance in teaching, 
research. and service.” Basic 
responsibility for luation of 
the academic qualifications. of 
an. .individual candidate for 
tenure rests with tenured 

* faculty in the appropriate unit. 

Appointment: of a tenured 
factilty member may. be ter- 
minated only for: ‘Adequate 
cause, such as unethical con- 
duct,. incompetence, or ‘willful 


mal reductions in program,” 
the system policy sta' 

Enumerated in the guidelines 
approved for each university 
are the eligible requirements 
for tenure consideration, rights 
conveyed by the grant of tenure, 
and various procedures relating 
to faculty review, recom- 
mendations for tenure, and 
termination of tenured faculty. 

The SIUE guidelines ificlude a 
statement of the principle of. 
faculty tenure: 

“The spirit of a university 
resides in openness of discourse 
and thé free pursuit of ideas 
within the community of 
professional scholars. Such a 
spirit can be retained only when 
responsible teachers and 
researchers are assured that 
they are legally immune~from 
dismissal for entertaining or 
communicating ideas which 
might be judged unacceptable 
by others. 

“Faculty tenure, therefore, is 
recognized as fundamental ‘to 
the well-being of this university, 
and the university commits 
itself to a continuing effort to 
strengthen its system of 
tenure.” 

SIUE Vice-President and 
Provost Earl E. Lazerson said, 
“With minor changes to fit the 
system policy, the SIUE 
statement is like that developed 
and approved by the University 
Senate. This represents. an

‘Nameoki rail crossing 
before state commission. 


Nameoki Township highway 
officials may have to go to 
Springfield to ‘go to bat” for 
the Reveilli Lane rail crossing, 
the Press-Record learned 
Wednesday 

Township Highway Com- 
missioner Frank Mehelic, who 
Shas been critical of the main- 
tenance of the crossing and of 
trains “parked” there for many 
hours at a time, was notified 
this week that the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad has 
asked the Illinois Commerce 
Commission (ICC) for per- 
mission to permanently close 
the trossing. 

That request will require an 
ICC hearing in Springfield and 
Mehelic has said that he and his 
attorney intend to attend and 
notify the ICC of the importance 
of that crossing, which is very 
close to Stallings School. 

Children walking to and from 
school have been seen climbing 
over and under parked trains at 
the crossing, creating a “very 
dangerous situation,’’ ac- 
cording to Mehelic. 

He fears that closing the 
crossing will give the railroad 
full authority to park trains 
\there constantly,’ making it 
difficult for some children to get 


to and from school without 
climbing over the train cars. 

He said he ‘also is gathering 
evidence to show ICC the im- 
portance of the crossing and 
would welcome letters or 
documents from persons who 
would be adversely affected if 
the crossing is permanently 
closed. 

The railroad’s request to 
close the crossing puts a new 
twist in the running battle 
between the township and the 
railroad. 

At Monday night's ~Nameoki 
Town Board meeting, a letter 
was read from Lloyd E. Dixon, 
local project implementation 
engineer for the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, 
to Township Attorney H. Carl 
Runge. 

In the letter, Dixon said IDOT 
has talked to Lester Miller, 
Madison County superintendent 
of highways, and Dixon agrees 
with Miller’s recommendation 
that formal proceedings be 
initiated with the ICC. 

Dixon said he discussed the 
conditjon of the crossing with an 
assisthnt railroad engineer of 
the ICC who suggested copies of 
letters on the issue be referred 
to the IC’s railroad engineering 


section. Copies are being sent to 


that section, which is to in- 


vestigate the condition of the 
crossing and advise the 
township of the results of that 
investigation, 

In its appeal to close the 
crossing, the railroad is con- 
tending the crossing there is not 
part of Reveille Lane and ‘‘does 
not legally exist.” 

Mehelic has found a 1914 map 
in the county Maps and Plats 
Department showing the street 
on the map as Beeler Street 
where it leaves Revielle Lane 
and crosses to Roue 162. The 
subdivision is laid out in that 
mao. 

A 1955 railroad map of the 
area shows the crossing with an 
Illinois Terminal Railroad 
passenger shelter at the 
crossing, Mehelic siad. Both 
will be shown to the ICC to 
prove the street ‘does. exist,” 
the highway commissioner 
said. 

No date has been set for the 
hearing. Mehelic said the 
crossing is nearly impassable 
and put in the necessary ballast, 
but the railroad has told the 
township to supply the 
materials, he contends.

They have now 
trained 150 persons, about half 
of whom: are inmates, in the 
technique, which ‘involves 
mouth-to-mouth ventilation and

Food stamp recipients who 
also receive Supplemental 
Security benefits have the 
option of receiving more than 
one Authorization to Purchase 
(ATP) card per month, ac- 
cording to Arthur F. Quern, 
Illinois public aid director. 

“The advantage of using such 
an option,” Quern said, ‘is that 
food stamp purchasers would 
not be required to spend all 
their money at one time to buy 
food stamp coupons.” 

Food stamp recipients may 
request their ‘caseworkers to 
have either two or four cards 
mailed to them each month. 

The two-card system allows 
recipients to purchase half of 
their monthly allotment at one 
time and the other half later in 
the month.

‘Causes vary in year's 7,800 water-related recreation deaths _ 


(Boating Safety Branch 
U.S, Coast Guard, St. Louis) 
Water-related recreation is 

one of the'safest pastimes:in the 
United States. Over 100 million 
swimmers and 50 million 
boaters annually enjoy them- 
selves on and in U.S. waters. 

‘Comparatively speaking, the 
approximately 6,500 swimmers 
and 1,300 boaters who died in 
the water in the last year are an 
extremely small portion of this 
user population, when viewed 
against. the total number of 
hours spent on or in the water. 

Water-related deaths, usually 
classified as drowning, are the 
second, greatest cause of ac- 
cidental deaths among children. 
They are also the third leading 

* cause of accidental deaths from 
ages one to 44. . 

Can something be done 
prevent'.them? 

The overall accident rate for 
water: fatalities has slightly 
diminished during the last 
several years. The rate is the 
total of incidents compared to 
the number of people exposed to 
the hazard. 

The number involved in 
swimming has slowly in- 
creased, in line with population 
growth. Boaters, on. the ‘other 
hand, have multiplied at a 
dramatic annual rate. 4 

The Coast Guard, state 
boating safety agencies, the 
American Red Cross and other 
volunteer organizations in- 
volved in recreational safety 
have been working to minimize 
boating accidents and general 
water safety hazards, 

Asa result of their endeavors, 


boating fatalities were reduced , 


14 percent from 1975 to-1976. * 

Despite this encouraging 
decrease in boating deaths, 
most experienced water safety 
officials. believe little can be 
done to further significantly 
reduce the overall water death 
toll. 

‘Their shared belief is largely 
based on the fact that almost ail 
water accidents are caused by 
carelessness or ignorance on 
the part of the victim or others, 
such as parents of responsible 
persons immediately involved 
in the accident. 


Approximately the same 
number’ of le died every 
year from polio in the 1930s and 
°40s as now die from drowning. 
We were able to wipe out polio. 
Why can’t we.do the same with: 
drowning?, 

One of the prime reasons is 
that identifying and treating the 
causes of infantile paralysis. are 
in some ways far easier than 
dealing with the traditional 
disregard of consequences and 
judgmental errors that result in 
water deaths. 

On the other hand, new 
discoveriés in human 
psychology and physiology are 
being made every day which, if 
properly understood, packaged 
and disseminated, could result 
in startling reductions in‘water 
deaths. 


Here area few of these ideas. 
Being‘ at best a poorly 
aquatically adapted mammal, 
you are a potential drowning 
victim. If- you. are a non- 
swimming. fisherman, water- 
fowl hunter, or person. who 
spends time near or on water, 
you are, a prime potential 
victim. “ 

Many who drown, don’t, And, 
some declared dead ‘from 
drowning, aren't. 

Dr. John Hayward and his 
associates at the University: of 
Vancouver, British Columbia, 
and Dr. Martin Nemiroff, 
University of Michigan 
hospital, Ann Arbor, are two 
key researchers in the fight to 
reduce water-related deaths. 

Dr. Hayward is one of the 
world’s leading authorities on 
hypothermia, or reduction of 
inner body (core) temperature 
due to exposure to a chilled or 
chilling environment. 

Dr. Nemiroff specializes in 
pulmonary ‘medicine or 
treatment of damage to the 
lungs and respiratory system. 

These two authorities’ 
research, coupled with current 
findings from boating and 
swimming accident statistics, 
are giving us different ideas 
about the causes of water ac- 
cidents and means to prevent 
them. 

Although water-related 
deaths are usually called

drownings, at least four dif- 
ferent are involved. 

There are “wet” drownings 
whete the victim dies from 
water inhaled into the lungs. 
There are > “dry” “drownings 
where the victim has little or no 
water_in the lungs, but suf- 
focates due to blockage-of the 
breathing passage. 

Some. victims. expire from 
shock-induced. “heart: attacks. 
Finally, many ‘drowning’ 
victims die from hypothermia, 
or what is commonly. called 
exposure. : 
Analysis, of _ statistics 
produces more significant in- 
formation. Believably enough, 
two-thirds of all drowning 
victims cannot swim. 

The Red Cross states that 
victims usually die 10 feet or 
less from safety. Coast Guard 
studies indicate only seven 
percent of available PFD 
(personal flotation devices — 
life jackets or life preservers) 
are worn by people uniten- 
tiohally thrown into the water. 

About half of all boating 
fatalities occur during the 
colder months of the year 
(September through May). The 
air may be warm jn May, but in 
many parts of the nation, the 
water isn’t. 

Fishermen, both in: boats of 
all fatal boating, accidents 
victims are over 26 years of age 
and have more than 100 hours’ 
boating experience. 

Factors which create stress 
or impair reaction time, such as 
improper use of alcohol and 
addictive or harmful drugs, are 
increasingly recognized as an 
important aspect of water 
fatalities. 

Other stressors are the 
frequently unnoticed yet 
decidedly detrimental effects of 
continued exposure to sun, 
wind, vibration, noise and other 
environmental’ factors. These 
most frequently affect people 
who are either unaccustomed 
to them or who are in poor 
physical condition. 

‘The cold water connection, or 
the both harmful and helpful 
effects of cold, water, looms 
large. 

The average fatal boating 
accident may occur as follows. 
One or two older, experienced, 
weekend fisherman will put 
their small, low or unpowered 
and relatively unstable rowboat 
Or canoe into. a somewhat 
isolated and. unpopulated lake 
or pond injlate September or 
early May. . 

They may or may not tell 
anyone where they are going. 


‘They probably cannot swim and, 


may be in less than average 
physical condition. 

They will hot wear PFDs, 
although they may carry Coast 
Guard approved, floatable seat 
cushions in their boat. They will 
be wearing heavy clothing. 
They will probably, have.some 
alcoholic beverages with them. 

At approximately 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon they will stand or 
suddenly shift ‘their balance in 
some way. The boat will capsize 
or tip enough to throw one or 
both into the cold water. 

Their actions in the next 
minute will determine life or 
death. Unless they have been 
specially red or trained, 
they will probably panic. If they 
have been drinking alcoholic 
beverages, they may be con- 
fused and disoriented.

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They may struggle and’ at- 
tempt to remove: their heavy. 
clothing. or try to swim to the 
nearest safety. They, will 
quickly lose heat and ability to 
function ‘in cold. water, 
especially if their capillaries 
have been..expanded by con- 
sumption of alcohol. 

They may haye massive 
cardiac arrest induced by the 
shock of cold water, lose con- 
sciousness and rapidly sink to 
the. bottom. It may be hours 
before anyone rpalizes they are 
in difficulty. It may be days 
before their bodies are found, if 
ever, 

What can be done to prevent 
this particular type of accident? 
Understand and appreciate the 
inherent problems of small boat 
instability, plus accept the idea 
that the older we get, the more 
unstable we become, 

‘Tell someone where you are 
going and exactly when you will 
be back. Appreciate the fact 
that increased amounts of 
altohol speed instability and 
disorientation especially in 
colder water. 

In cold weather boating, 
always wear a PFD, and learn 
to swim. 

Note that insulated clothing, 
minimized movements, clear 
thinking and a PFD provide the 
best possible defense against 
cold water: 

Shopping for one of the 
several warm, serviceable and 
stylish “float coats’’ which are 
also PFDs is one good way of 
protecting yourself from cold 
water. 

Floatable snowmobile suits 
are also on the market. One of 
the Canadian makers of these 
coats claim they will protect 
and extend survival time in 50 
degree Fahrenheit water up to 
nine hours. 

These float coat PFDs make 
wonderful gifts as well as being 
worthwhile insurance policies 
in themselves. 

Spending a lot of money for a 
boat and asséeiated gear, bat 
not buying or actually prac- 
ticing the proper use of personal 
flotation devices, can be fatally 
foolish. 

Swimming fatalities tend, to 
fall into two general categories. 
Victims may either be non- 
swimming children improperly 
supervised by adults; or 
adolescents and adults, 
(frequently intoxicated). “who 
take unnecessary -risks in un- 
familiar situations. 

The marked drowning 
frequently of 18-year-old males, 
the day after school graduation, 
underscores. this point. 

Cold water is the villain in 


many water fatslities, but it 
Fright also be’an unappreciated 
fe preserver, 


_ Just as.-Dr. “Hayward has 
demonstrated tle harmful 
effects of-cold water, and what 
you can do to protect yourself in 
it, Dr. Nemiroff Has discovered 
that a substantial percentage of 
presumably dead “drowning 
victims” are still quite alive. 

In fact, Dr. Nemiroff_ has 
successfully revived, with no 
permanent after-effects, a 
young man who was trapped 
under water and ice for 38 
minutes. 

Furthermore, in. treating 50 
drowning cases over. the last 
two. and a half years, Dr. 
Nemiroff has. successfully 
revived 33 persons, .again 
without permanent brain 
damage. The average time 
under water for these cases is 10 
minutes. 

Most of these people are 
young and involved in cold 
water. 

Dr. Nemiroff has no itea how 
many. drowning victims. are 
recoverable. He also has no idea 
of the time limit under water. 

There is however, some in- 
dication that about 15 percent of 
all drownings are dry, with no 
water in the victim’s lungs. 

These victims, frequently 
found floating on’ the surface, 
are the most easily revived. 


Additionally, the type of water; . 


fresh, brackish salt, etc., has an 
effect on revival attempts. 

Defining cold water is a tough 
business even for experts. It is 
probably somewhere around a 
water temperature of 70 
degrees Fahrenheit, but may 
vary markedly in each case due 
to the circumstances and 
physical makeup of the person 
involved. 

Going four minutes without 
oxygen may result in brain 
damage, but we are now finding 
that some people, presumably 
dead from drowning, who have 
been under water far longer 
than four minutes still have 
breathable air in their lungs. 
~ These persons may appear 
dead. Their skin‘and lips can be 
blue.» They may have no ob- 
servable pulse . or detectable 
breathing. The pupils of their 
eyes may be fixed and dilated. 
Yet, they are still alive. 

Surviyal in these cases where 
the body tissues (especially the 
brain) are cooled and require 
less oxygen, is apparently aided 
by an involuntary reflex 
triggered by immersing the 
face in cold water. This reflex is 
known as the ‘diving respon- 
pS eae

Man, as a mamma!

Diving is relatéd to 
hypothermia, since both involve 
the retreat of warm, oxygen- 
carrying blood into the body’s 
core. 

The treatment for 
hypothermia and cold water 
near-drowning is also similar. 
In both cases, the. patient is 
warmed from the inside outy 

Thé best method for this is 
inhalation of moist, heated 
oxygen. Ai ive, sustained 
resuscitation, initially —at- 
tempted using rescue breathing 
and cardiac massage (cardio- 
pulmonary ‘resuscitation or 
CPR) is: recommended, by Dr. 
Nemiroff in all drowning cases. 


though 4 
apparent vital signs, they 
should be taken imm: to 
‘an adequate: medical facility, 
treated with continuing CPR'or 
moist, warm, oxygen inhalation 
and rewarmed to normal body. 
temperature, cs 

Additionally, Dr. Nemiroff. 
warns that many revived near- 
drowning victims die. within 24 
hours of the accident. This is 
caused by residual, untreated 
water in their lungs. 

Therefore, in all drownings or 
near. drownings, the victim 
should be taken to a hospital 
immediately. 

Cold water can kill, or in an 
unknown number of. instances, 
cold water can prolong life. 
Much has to be learned about 
this inter-action. 

The water temperature that 

marks the lethal-beneficial 
threshold has yet to be clearly 
identified. However, if you and 
your family go near the water, 
learn to swim. 
» After that, find out how you 
can protect’ yourself from, or 
defensively use the cold water 
connection. 

Lastly, attempt to teach your 
children the cardinal rule of 
safety—appreciation of ‘the 
eventual outcomes of their 
actions,

The head should be 
maintained: as much out of 
water as possible... 

This posture, or huddling side 
to side with two or more people, 
‘imay extend survival time two 
times longer than swimming or 
other activity. 

When thrown into cold water, 
the best survival jue is to 
initially move slay and 
deliberately, using as little 
physical’ activity as. possible. 

In most cold water cases, it is 
advisable to assume the HELP 
position unless assistance is 
within short swimming range.

Brad Glass, a Republican 
candidate for state treasurer; 
said Monday that'a heavy in- 
vestment-of tax dollars outside 
the state is contributing to 
Illinois’ steadily-deteriorating 
economic climate. * 

“When the treasurer invesis 
state funds’in the big banks in 
Chicago and New York City, he 
often gets the highest rate of 
réturn on the money,” Glass 
said. ‘But, in the long run, the 
practice hurts Illinois, because 
those banks usually lend the 
money to firms elsewhere in the 
nation. 

“We should be putting more 
mofey in banks* which will 
agree to make loans to new. and 
expanding businesses here in 
Illinois to improve the state’s 
economy and creaté more 
jobs.” 

{ Glass, whose campaign 
slogan is “invest in Illinois,” 
took his bid for the Republican 
nomination for treasurer to 
Southern Illinois, calling it an 
area of the state “‘long in need of 


more “industry. and ‘job op- 
portunities,” : S 

‘The state senator from North- 
field applauded Gov. James 
‘Thompson's recent comment 
that the state’s number one goal 
now must be to improve the 
business climate and ‘‘stop the 
flight of industry from Tlinois.”* 

For the last two years, Glass 
has focused on ‘“‘the crippling 
economic effect of huge in- 
creases in workmen’s com- 
pensation and ‘unemployment 
compensation benefits granted 
by the Democratic-controlled 
legislature in 1975,” 

Speaking in Belleville, he 
said, “Those labor-endorsed 
benefit hikes have caused 
employers’ insurance rates to 
skyrocket, have driven many 
businesses out of the state and 
have forced others to close 
down entirely.

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Tax law changes on 
alimony, child support

Statisticians point out that:the 
divorce rate in America has 
been climbing steadily in the 
last few years. That probably 
means that more and more 
taxpayers are making alimony 
or child support payments. 

If. you're making * such 
payments, you want to make 
sure that you take all the tax 
breaks you are’ allowed, in- 
cluding some new ones. 

As. of 1977, alimony ‘is an 
adjustment to income instead of 
an itemized deduction. This 
means you don’t have to itemize 
your deductions anymore in 
order to claim the alimony you 


pay. 

Here's an example of how this 
difference in the law can affect 
your taxes: 

Suppose you are single, have 
@ gross income of $25,000, make 
alirnony payments of $5,000, 
have itemized deductions of 
$1,000, and claim one personal 
exemption. . 

Tn 1976, that meant that your 
itemized deductions totaled 
$6,000. After subtracting the 
$6,000 and your exemption of 
$750, you had a taxable income 
of $18,250. Your final tax 
liability, after subtracting your 
general tax credit, was $4,411. 

In. 1977, using the new tax 
tables — with the zero bracket 
amount, personal exemptions, 
and the general tax credit built 
into them — you would subtract 
your alimony from your gross 
income to get a tax table income 
of $20,000. Your tax from the 
tables would be $3,999, and you 
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have realized a tax sa of 
$412. — 

If you are divorced, you may 
also be making child support 
payments. And if your divorce 
decree doesn’t specify which 
parent is entitled to claim your’. 
children’s exemptions, you may 
be entitled to claim’ the 
exemptions, provided you paid 
a certain amount of child 
support. 

In the past, if you contributed 
$1,200 or. more toward the 
support of your children, and 
your former spouse who had 
custody of the children couldn’t 
prove that he or she contributed 
more than you did, you were 
erititled to claim the exemptions 
for the children. 

In a new change for 1977, you 
may have to have contributed 
more in child support in order to 
claim the exemptions for your 
children on your tax return. 

The new law states that you 
now haye to pay at least $1,200 
for each child in order to claim 
the exemptions. Remember, 
that’s $1,200 for each child and 
not for several children. 

Here’s how this provision 
could affect you: Your divorce 
decree doesn't say who will be 
allowed to claim your children 
for tax purposes. In 1976,, you 
contributed $1,300 toward the 
support of your two children. 


. Your former spouse, who has 


custody, could only substantiate 
$800 toward their support. 
Under the special ‘rule, you 
were allowed both exemptions. 

In 1977, you expect to con- 
tribute $1,500 toward the sup- 
port: of the children.

2. An as-yet undisclosed study 
by the Philadelphia Psychiatric 
Center completed in August 
1977 on 2,750 teenagers in drug 
centers in 39 states revealed 
that 82 percent of them had 
tried PCP. The average age of 
first-time use was 14.5 years 
old. Two hundred children were 
chronic users, taking PCP three 
or more times a week. . 

3. One New York City drug 
abuse treatment center reports 
that, over the last several 
months, 44 percent of its last 50 
admissions were PCP-related. 

4. While only 13 percent of all 
hallucinogens mentioned in 
drug emergencies were PCP- 
related during the summer of 
1976., 

5. In the first half of 1977, 22 
out of 28 hallucinogen 
laboratories raided by federal 
drug enforcement authorities 
were manufacturing PCP,

“PCP. can _ be’: inhaled, 
swallowed or smoked when 
sprinkled on marijuana or other 
substances. It- appears. as a 
“tablet, ‘capsulé or powder. 

The federal. government 
currently classifies PCP, under 
Schedule Ill of the Controlled 
Substances Act of 1970; meaning 
that it has a recoghized medical 
use and ‘is not highly restricted. 

The Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA): has 
proposed to upgrade that 
classification to Schedule I, 
which - would’ still “allow for 
PCP’s medical use but 
recognize’ its high potential for 
abuse. 

Sen, Percy noted®that while 
the liquified form of PCP has an 
accepted medical (veterinary), 
use, the powdered and tablet 
forms of PCP. have no 
recognized medical_uses. 

He agreed with a DEA 
proposal to reclassify, the liquid 
form in Schedule II, but urged 
that the powdered ‘and tablet 
forms — most commonly found 
among teenagers be 
classified in Schedule I, ‘‘so that 
the full weight and force of local 
and federal- governments could 
be brought to bear to suppress 
the illicit production and 
distribution of PCP.” 

“Moreover,” Percy said, ‘the 
DEA proposal does not: cover 
the more than 30 compounds of 
the PCP family — such as 
Pyrrolidine, PCE: and PHP — 
which aré now not even subject 
to the federal control, even 
though they are often as 
dangerous as PCP. These 
substances are also becoming 
more readily available, 


“Once it is classified under ~ 


Schedule I, law enforcement 
officials would be required to 
elevate PCP to a priority 
comparable to that assigned to 
heroin. 

“This_step is vital because 
PCP isin several respects as 
dangerous-as heroin, Lt. John 
Hinchy, ‘chief of the Chicago 
Police Department’s narcotics 
division, has, warned that PCP 
has become the heroin of the 
Suburbs."” 

The scope of PCP abuse is 
national, Percy said, citing 
these cities: 

Chicago: The number of PCP- 
related hospital emergency 
room admissions in the 
metropolitan area increased by 
30 percent for the first four 
months of 1977 compared. with 
the same period in 1976, ac- 
cording to Bill White, planning 
specialist for the” Illinois 
Dangerous Drugs Commission, 
300'N. "State St., Chicago. 

Metro-Help, a. privately- 
operated drug hotline service, 
reports that in the 1976 fiscal 
year, 6.2 percent of its calls 
involved PCP. By September 
1977, the number of calls had 
risen to 10.2 percent. Metro- 
Help is located at 2210 N. 
Halsted St. 

Detroit: A $4 million-a-year 
ring reputedly financed by 
organized crime. figures was 
raided by police recently. The 
ring was making up to 20 pounds 


of PCP weekly to sell at'$4,000 a 
San Diego: An. offi 
estimates nearly onevthisd™ of 
the city’s 126 overdose deaths in 

1976. were PCP-related. 
Baltimore: PCP has been 
linked to five deaths in 1976. 
‘This year, there was a 200 
percent increase‘in the number 
of PCP users admitted to ‘a 
state-supported drug treatment 


program. 

New York City: In 1977, 
police in’ Queens closed three 
underground labs: With an ex- 
timated annual production of 
$12million and: arrested 50 


persons, : 

‘An explosion in one PCP 
laboratory in a private home 
killed-an operator and injured 
his assistant. Since September, 
17 of the last 20 admissions to 
the Phoenix House Adolescent 
Drug Rehabilitation Program 
in New York City have admitted 
using PCP regularly, .~ 

San Francisco Bay area: 
Police suspect that as many as 
five San Francisco murders in 
1976, were linked to PCP. 
Twenty to 30 PCP overdose 
cases are treated daily in the 
EastBay area. San Jose police 
seized 70 grams of PCP in the 
first quarter of 1975; 125’ grams 
during the same period of 1976; 
and.4,000 grams during’the first 
quarter of 1977. 

‘Washington, D.C.: Since 1974, 
1,000 young people have been 
treated for schizophrenia at St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital there. 
During one two-year period, 
PCP was the center’s leading 
cause of admissions. About a 
fourth of the PCP” patients 
returned to the hospital one 
year later with schizophrenic 
psychoses in the absence of 
drug abuse. 

Sen. Percy sums up his 
concern by noting doctors’ 
warning that PCP is the most 
dangerous drug ever to achieve 
such widespread acceptance.

place rapidly, Sepecially if your 
stomach is empty. 

‘What eo happens, 
especially during the holiday 
season, is that people who have 
“had a few”’ -will drive. 

Even the “social drinker,” 
who thinks he’s not affected by 
the alcohol, is dangerous behind 
the wheel. He is driving while 
his central‘ nervolis system is 
depressed and his brain activity 
slowed. 

The “problem drinker,” who 
has a record of arrests for of- 
fenses involving alcohol, is even 
more dangerous. This type of 
drinker is responsible for two- 
thirds of the fatalities involving 
alcohol, 

All 50 states, plus the District 
pf Columbia, have laws against 
driving while under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. 

In most states, whether you 
are “under the influence” is 
determined by your Blood 
Alcohol Concentration (BAC). 

In all but two states, you are 
presumed to be intoxicated if 
your BAC is .10 percent or 
higher. In Utah and Idaho, it’s 
.08 percent. 

If you drive while your BAC is 
.10 percent, your chances of 
having an accident are seven 
times higher than when you are 

sober. If your BAC rises to 
.15 percent, you are 25 times 
more likely to have an accident. 

How much BAC in one drink? 
For a person who weighs 150 
pounds: 12 ounces of regular 
beer, 2 percent BAC; three 
ounces of wine, 2 percent BAC; 
one ounce hard liquor, 2 percent 
BAC; one 3%-ounce martini or 
manhattan, 4 percent BAC; one 
four-ounce old-fashioned, 
daiquiri or alexander, 3 percent 
BAG; an eight-ounce highball, 3 
percent. 

If you weigh less than 150 
pounds, your blood alcohol 
concentration will be propor- 
tionately higher; if more than 
150 pounds, it will be lower. 

Your BAC will drop about .015 
percent per hour if you don’t 
have any more . A 150- 
pound ‘person who. dfinks five 
beers in one hour on an empty 
stomach will have a BAC of .10 
percent. 

It will take three more hours 
for that BAC to drop below .05 
percent — the non-dangerous 
level. 

Time is the only remedy for 
an elevated BAC. Cold showers, 
fresh air, black coffee and other 
famous “remedies” have no 
effect on your BAC. 

If you know you're going to be 
driving, dog't drink. However, 
if you insist on drinking before 
driving, here are some tips: 

(1). Eat first — have 
something in your stomach to 
slow down the rate of ab- 
sorption. <2) Drink slowly — 
space your drinks’to give your 
body.time to handle them. 

. (3) Know: what you're 
drinking. (4) Set a.limit on the 
number of drinks you will have, 
and stick to it. 

(8) Stop drinking in time to 
give your body a chance to 
reduce your BAC to a safe level 
before you drive; and (6) be 
honest with yourself — if you 
know-you'ye ‘drunk enough to 
raise your BAC to more than .05 
percent, don’t drive.

Which ‘of the Illinois can- 
didates for the U.S. Senate has 
the most bountiful campaign 
chest? - 

No. It is not incumbent 
Republican Sen: Charles H. 
Percy, a multimillionaire. 

And not by a long shot is it 
Alex R. Seith, a Chicago at- 
torney endorsed by the state 
Democratic organization for his 
party’s nomination. 

It is Anthony R. Martin- 
‘Trigona, Seith’s primary rival. 
-A 32-year-old Chicago at- 
torney, consumer advocate suit- 
filer, | unsuccessful  office- 
seeker, and occasional thorn in 
the side of the Democratic 
fiefdom, Martin-Trigona never 
has been: taken seriously by 
party leaders. 

This time he is more than a 
nuisance. He is putting his 
money where his mauth is. 

Martin-Trigona is’ digging 
into his own. well-lined pockets 
to establish a $1 million line of 
credit for his campaign. 

In a letter to the Federal 
Election Commission, he said 
he is tapping his own resources 
because: 7 

“The candidate has further 
established the policy of not 
accepting any contributions 
from members of the public to 
avoid conflicts of interest, and 
toavoid the necessity for adding 
a substantial bookeeping and 
processing operation to process 
contributions.’" 

Another reason is that he 
could not expect any 


measurable help from party 


regulars. 

Rejected as a candidate by 
party leaders, he has been 
critical of the slatemaking 
process and other actions by the 
Democratic leadership. The 
organization has responded by 
ignoring him. 

This time, he will be difficult 
to ignore: He is heard 
daily Over most of the radio 
stations serving Hlinois and 
soon will be appearing in 
“prime time’’ television 
commercials. 

Martin-Trigona had spent 
$198,000 as of Sept. 30, according 
to the most recent quarterly 
report filed Oct. 10 with the 
FEC. 

Most of that money has been 
spent on radio advertisements 
pegged to local issues or 
popular themes such as jobs, 
highways and what he says is 
Percy’s ‘‘poor reputation for 
answering his mail.” 

“As of today, I am broad- 
casting on 107 radio stations,” 
Martin-Trigona told the Press- 
Record. 

In most instances, 
running daily 60-second spots 
costing anywhere from $1.50 
each in rural areas to $220 each 
in Chicago. 

Starting after the first of the 
year, there will be television 
Spots on such popular at- 
tractions as “Baretta” and 
“Charlie’s Angels'’. He is 
aiming for a younger, more 
indepedent Democratic voter. 
“A young high school teacher 
is more likely to watch 
‘Charlie’s Angels’ than a stuffy 
banker or lawyer,” he explains.

Ways of protecting 
shrubs from rabbits 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
@ Area Horticulture Adviser 

Wild rabbits may be sampling 
your shrubs before the banquet 
begins. 

Rabbits can ruin your 
favorite shrub or small tree by 
chewing off the limbs or eating 
the bark on the trunk. 

‘Small trees and shrubs can be 
protected by wrapping the 
trunk with screen or a loose 
tarpaper tube, Extend the 
wrapping up the plant to allow 
for a rabbit sitting on a small 
snowbank. 

When a group of small shrubs 
occur, or your raspberry 
planting is at stake, build a wire 
fence around the entire plan- 
ting. 

As an emergency measure, 
supply feed for the neighbor- 
hood rabbits 

Ear corn is a favorite rabbit 
food during acute weather. One- 
half ear per day, per rabbit, will 
aid in saving your shrubs. 

Apples and potatoes are other 
favorite foods providing: they 


* are‘not frozen. 


During the holidays, make a 
quick survey of your shrubs and 
small trees. Look for rabbit 
tracks and snipped-off, lower 
twigs.

One invevery 11 workers, on 
the average, in. the private 
economy experienced a job- 
related injury or illness in 1976, 
according-to newly-completed 
survey by the U.S, Department 
of Labor’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

The survey, based on reports 


submitted: during 1977 by. em- 
ployers in the private economy, 
shows an increage in the 
number of injuries and illnesses, 
from 4.99 million in 1975 to.5.16 
million 1976. 

This rise of approximately 
three percent was. proportionate 
to the rise in hours worked.

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Begin assembling family's 
income tax records, Loeb urges _ 


Because of so many changes 
in the tax laws, it's important 
for taxpayers to begin 
gathering their records 
together now, Ira S. Loeb, IRS 
district director for Central and 
Southern Illinois, said Tuesday 
at Springfield. 

Records are especially im- 

. portant for taxpayers who 
itemize their deductions, Loeb 
said, in suggesting that- tax- 
payers find all their records 
pertaining to itemized deduc- 
tions, and sort them into 
categories as they appear on 
Schedule A of the Form 1040. 

Records can also alert tax- 
payers to deductions or tax 
credits which they might have 
overlooked, he contends. 

“If any records appear to be 
missing, taxpayers still have 
time to look for them or request 
copies of bills or statements 
from such sources as banks or 
hospitals. 

“Taxpayers who wish to 
make contributions to an in- 
dividuals retirement 
arrangement (IRA) will want to 
gather their records to help 
determine their income as soon 
as possible so they will know 
how much they may contribute 
to their plan,” Loeb says. 

“Taxpayers who sold capital 
assets during the year, such as 
stocks or real property, should 
locate records indicating the 
date and price of the purchase. 

“Some areas where the law 
has changed and the affected 
taxpayers will require records 
include moving expenses and 
sale of a residence by those age 
65 or over, 

“Some people like changes; 
others prefer things the way 
they are. 

“But whatever side of the 
fence you’re on, one thing. is 
certain: When you fill out your 
1977 tax return, you won't: be 
able to avoid the many changes 
in the tax law that have come 
about through _—recent 
legislation. 

“You have probably heard 
that the standard deduction has 
been replaced by a zero bracket 
amount which is a flat $2,200 for 
singles and $3,200 for marrieds 
filing jointly 

“And there has been quite a 
bit of publicity about the new 
tax tables with the zero bracket 
amount, personal exemptions, 


—and general tax credit built 


right in, 

“These changes affect most 
taxpayers, but don’t require you 
to plan ahead 

“Because some of the new 
provisions do, however, 
demand pre-planning, it makes 
sense to start gathering your 
records together and exaniining 
the tax consequences of some of 
your actions. 

“For instance, if you own a 
capital asset, such as stock, 
bonds or real property that you 
intend to sell this year, are you 
aware that in order to qualify 
for Jdng-term capital gain or 
losg:treatrient, you must have 
owned that asset for more than 
nine months? The holding 
period in prior years was more 
than six months. 

“Do you also know the 
amount Of a capital loss you can 

use to offset your. taxable in- 
come has increased from $1,000 
to $2,000? 

“Both of these changes can

‘make a significant difference i in 
your tax bill for 1977. 

“Suppose, for example, that 
you never heard of the new nine- 
month holding period, and you 
dispose of a capital asset after 
seven-months, thinking that you 
will have to pay tax on only half 
of your profit, When you fill out 
your 1977 tax return, you might 
be surprised atthe amount of 
tax you owe. 

“Tf you have moved, or plana 
move, in-1977, you will find. 
several changes in the tax law. 
The distance requirement of 50 
miles has been changed to 35 
miles, so you won't have to 


move as far in order to claim* 


moving expenses,’”? Loeb 
relates. 

“In addition, the maximum 
deduction for pre-move house- 
hunting and temporary living 
expenses has gone up from 
$1,000 to $1,500, The deduction 
for expenses related to buying, 
selling or renting a home also 
has increased by $500, and is 
now $3,000. 

“Older Americans who sell 
their homes in 1977 will be glad 
to learn that there has been a 
sizeable change in the tax break 
available to them on the sale. 


“Previously, anyone age 65 or 


over who sold his or her home « 


did not have to pay any tax on 
the gain if the adjusted sales 
price of the house was $20,000 or 
less. 

“The exclusion amount has 
now been increased so that you 
pay no tax on the gain from the 
sale if the adjusted sales price is 
$35,000 or less. If the adjusted 
sales price is over $35,000, the 
tax break is prorated. 

“Remember, the adjusted 
sales price of your home is the 
amount you receive after 
paying selling commissions and 
certain allowable fixing-up 
expenses, such as painting part 
of the interior of your home. 

“Here's something else new 
for 1977. If you are a worker 


under the agegh 70% and do not. 
participate in any other pension 
or annuity plan during the year, 
you may, for the first time, 
include yevr non-working 
spouse in your individual 
retirement arrangement (IRA). 

“If you establish an IRA for 
yourself and your non-working 
Spouse,-you may contribute a 
total: of 15 percent of your 
compensation, to a.top limit of 
$1,750. ‘ 

“For 1977, you have an ad- 
ditional 45 days from the end of 
the tax year (until Feb. 14, 1978) 
infwhich to make your con- 
tribution and still deduct it on 
your tax return. 

“The advantage of an IRA is 
that contributions are not texed 
until they are withdrawn, at 
‘which time you would normally. 
be in a lower tax bracket. 

“Other changes that could 
mean a difference in your tax 
liability are in the areas of 
alimony, child support and child 
care expenses. 

“Alimony, previously an 
itemized deduction, is now an 
adjustment to income, which 
means that anyone can claim on 
his or her tax return the amount 
of alimony paid during the year. 

“If you make child support 
payments to a former spouse, 
"you may have to pay more 
money now in order to claim 
your children as dependents on 


*-your tax return. 


“In prior years, if the tax 


maximum amount of the credit 
allowed is $400for one child and 
$800 for two or more children. 

“It’s. obvious there are 
changes in store for many 
Illinoisans.when they: prepare 
their 1977 federal tax returns. 

“To get a head start on your 
taxes, contact the IRSfor free 
publications on areas that will 
affect your taxes.

To make sure you are really 
being helpful, it is. wise to 
consult with the patient's 
physician and have him outline

his physical problems. 

Real psychological problems 
are best handled with the advice 
of a physician, ‘but' there are 
several factors that’ illustrate 
the type of problems that may 
be encountered in living im 
household with a handicapped 
person: 

—The dependent nature of 
some people, which their 
disability tends to accentuate. 

—The lack of intellectual 
ability or educational 
background 

—Just plain laziness. 

—The need to let others do the 
work, after having spent a 
lifetime of ‘doing for others.”

—The aesthetic type who may 
object to equipment or certain 
techniques (such as use of 
mouthstick, wearing of splints) 
because they are not cosmetic 
or graceful in use.
